Forum, that toxemia or poison- 
ing may serve as a valuable stim- 
ulus in literature, as suggested 
In the case of De Quincey, who 
used opium continuously, John- 
son, who was an inveterate cof- 
fee drinker, and >Poe, Burns, and 
many others, who used alcohol, 
probably recognizes the right of 
doctors to differ. 
It is not so 


long since the opinion prevail- 
ed that alcohol was 
generally 


beneficial as a stimulant, bat this 
is r.ot now the best opinion. Lit- 
erary men are usually sensitive, 
and 
such temperaments 
are 


more likely to crave stimulants 
and to become addicted to them 
than the average, and when one 
becomes so addicted, the 
cus- 


tomary etimulant seems to be 
beneficial, even necessary; but 
it does not follow 
that 
such 


stimulant i* an aid to mental ef- 
ficiency. It wouid not be reason- 
able to suppose that Longfellow 
or Whittier or Mrs. Hemans or 
Harriet Beecher Stowe would 
have done better work if they 
had habituai iy used opium or al- 
cohol. If the best literary work 
had been done by men and wom- 
en addicted to demoralizing hab- 
its, it might bs reasonable 
'10 


conclude that such habits were 
the cause of their superior liter- 
ary capacity, but Shakespeare, 
Kiltonj Gray, Goldsmith, Isaiah 
and most of the greatest literary 
workers did not use stimulants, 
or at least not excessively. Many 
of the -greatest literary works 
have been produced in the gar- 
ret on dry crusts. High feeeing 
is not conducive to high think- 
ing, much iess is high stimula- 
tion.

When be was old enough 
to work he was apprenticed to a car- 
penter. Then it was that he learned 
mucb about locks and bolts and the 
best way to cut through walls. That 
seems to have been all he mastered 
of the carpenter trade.

To Remove Callosities. 


Callosities on the soles of the 


feet are often produced by the 
skin being thrown into ridges by 
a too narrow sole. They should 
not be allowed to remain untreat- 
ed, as the overgrow th of epider- 
mis will probably continue to in- 
crease in hardness, causing much 
discomfort. The feet should be 
soaked e?ery night in bot water 
both to prevent; and to belp cure 
this affection, and when it has 
gained headway some form of 
salicylic acid should be applied. 
Dr. Alexander Bryce recom- 
mends the following formula: 
Salicylic acid, one dram; extract 
of cannabits icdica, one dram; 
flexile collodion 
(three-fourths 


strength), one ounce. This should 
be painted on night and morning, 
and the bard parts occasionally I 
scraped or filed with the pulver- I 
ized glass file sold in drug stores. | 
Care should always be taken that f 
the soft flesh of the foot be not 
cut Into or Injured, After paring 
the part may be painted again, 
and soon the hardened epidermis 
will come off. The bot foot baths 
should be discontinued while the 
salicylic acid is being applied 
until the fourth night If the 
thickened epidermis does not 
come off then start the treatment 
again.
